Batcallions and 64 Squadrons, in purfuit of the Duke 
of Savoy. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated July 13: 
Turin, June 24. M. de Schulenbourg is in our Ci- 
tadel where he commands under M: de la Roche. 
General Count Thaun commands in chief in the 
City, having under him M. de Carail and M. de 
Caftellamone. Of the firft burning Bultets that the 
Encmy fir'd, 2 fell in the Palace before the Court 
left it. They have ac prefent 90 Pieces in Battery, 
which make a Continual Fire. We anfwer them 
with equal Vigour, and the Stones we caft our of 
our Mortars do them great Damage. Net a Day 
pas but our Grenadiers make Sallies to retard

Fem the Camp before Turin, June 30. The 24th 
pait in the Morning rhe Bat-eries of Cannon brgan 
to fire with {uch Effect, that tho’ the Befieged made 
avery great Fire, our Artillery filene’d theirs before 
Night. The 25th in the wre J the Duke de la 
Feuillsde came and vifiied the Trenches and the 
Batteries, and was very well {atisfied with them ;

Letters of the 28th from 
the Duke de la Fenillade’s Camp, advil, iba: fince 
he became Mafter of Montcallier he had follow’ 
the Duk: of Savoy bs Carmagnole, Sommariva 
Bofco, and Bta near Quicras, whence he’ went to 
Foffan hearing hat Prince had pafs'd the Srura there 
with 3500 Horfe and 200 Poot : He caus’d 4 Squa- 
drons of Carabineers, having each a Foot Soidier 
behind him, to pafs through that River becaufe the 
Bridge was not finifh'd, and afterwards march’d 
over with the reft of the Troops without being op- 
pos’d by the Enemy, which were pofted on che tifing 
Grounds on the ocher fide of the Scurs. He en- 
cainp’d at St:Aiban,and continued there the 28th, the 
Baggage being come up but that Day. The 29th 
he was to follow the Duke of Savoy, who was re- 
tir'd into the Country of Mondovi They add, 
that the Durthefs of Savoy was gone to Genva, 
with the 2 Princes, but thac the Dutchefs Dowager 
is ftill in the Mountains in a Caftle belonging to the 
Couat of Mazin. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated July 16. 

Milan, July 3. The Advices uf the 3orb paft trom 
the Camp before Turin, are, that the Sieg is con- 
tinued with a very terrible Fire on both fides, and 
that feveral Batteries have been difmounted both by 
one and other, The moft confiderable Familics, 
are gone ont of the City, together with moft of he 
Women. General Thaun makes a very vigorous 
Defence, and harraffes the Befiegers vers much by 
his Sallies. In one that he causd to be made the 
27th at Night, a great deal of the Befiegers Works 
were leveli’d, and feveral Cannon nail'd ; 8 French 
Officers and 100 Soldiers were kill’d, and 50 taken 
Prifoners. Thefe Lexters from the Camp add, that 
the City is much damag’d by the burning Bul- 
lets and Bombs ; bat that notwithftanding, they do 
hot reckon they can make themfelves Mafters of the 
Place till the 15th of Auguft.
